YL Council Keeps Salaries 


Yorba Linda councilmen will 
continue to receive salaries 
following the failure of a motion by 
Mayor George Machado re¬ 
scinding salaries for lack of a 
second. 

Councilmen Henry Wedaa, 
Roland Bigonger, and Whit 
Cromwell favored retaining 
salaries for paying the expenses of 
being a councilman. They also 
favored retaining the gentlemens 
agreement among the former 
council not to turn in an expense 
account. 

Councilman Rudolph Castro said 
that he would accept the salary but 
would use it to set up a trust fund 
for the city for the purchase of 
needed equipment. 

Machado said that he saw no 
need for salaries and that he was 
still opposed to them. Councilmen 
receive $150 per month, the 
amount set by state law. 

The council appealed tentative 
tract map 6915 for an area in the 
Fairmont Boulevard area south of 
Yorba Linda Boulevard. It will be 
heard at the May 18 meeting. The 
vote was 4-1 with Cromwell 
dissenting. 

The council set June 1 as the 
time for a protest hearing on 
annexation of the area north of 
Orangethorpe and east of Imperial 
Highway known as Fairgreen, 
Fairview, and Fairbrook. 

A large number of people from 
the area were presented at the 
meeting and spoke in opposition to 


the annexation mainly because 
they did not want the apartments 
included in the annexation. 

Councilmen authorized a four 
way stop at Van Buren and Buena 
Vista, changed the stop sign at 
Ohio and Oriente from Oriente to 
Ohio, and referred a request for a 
yellow light at Yorba Linda 
Boulevard and Mountain View 
back to the Traffic Committee. 

Councilmen decided to postpone 
the proposed abandonment of Main 
Street between Imperial and 
Yorba Linda and Plumosa between 
Imperial and Lemon until 60 days 
after Imperial Highway widening 
is completed. 

Councilmen approved a summer 
recreation program to be held at 
Rose Drive and Mabel Paine 
schools. Cost of the program would 
be about $6,000. It will include a 
tiny tot program, various classes, 
arts and crafts, and playground 
programs. 
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Last Wednesday evening the 
Board of Education met again to 
try to find ways to cut the school 
budget. 

After meeting for three hours 
the Board issued the following 
statement. 

“Every member of your Board 
wishes to reaffirm his desire to 
involve all segments of the school- 
community family in developing 
plans for our district. 

“The Board hopes that the

remain closed through Sunday. 

According to Cal State Fullerton 
officials, college operations will 
be restricted to essential 
maintenance. 

All offices will be closed and all 
public events cancelled. 

Overmyer 
Appeal Denied 

The Placentia City Council 
denied an appeal by the D. H. 
Overmyer Co. and required that 
the company install a 12 inch 
water main in front of their 
property at Crowther and Melrose 
which they want to develop as a 
warehouse. 

Overmyer had appealed 
Planning Commission action 
requiring the installation of the 
main for fire protection reasons. 

A parcel map for the same 
property was continued for two 
weeks to allow the developer to 
decide what further action he 
wishes to take. 

A hearing on a use permit to 
allow a Fotomat in a gas station at 
Rose Drive and Yorba Linda 
Boulevard has been set for June 2 
by the Council. The company is 
appealing the denial of their 
application by the Planning 
Commission. 

Terry Walling of the Recreation 
and Parks Commission gave a 
report on the progress of the Teen 
Advisory Cabinet set up recently. 
They have outlined a policy and 
statement of goals which were 
presented to the council. 

The problem of whether the 
storage of dump trucks overnight 
at 162 E. Orangethorpe by David 
Williams is a permitted use in the 
planned manufacturing zone was 
referred to the staff for a report to 
the Planning Commission. 


Budget Advisory Committee, the 
Educational Facilities Planning 
Committee and the Curriculum 
Steering Commttee will be fully 
represented by all members when 
they next convene.

Following 
these discussions, I will report the 
Committees’ respective rec¬ 
ommendations back to the Board 
for their action as necessary.”

Firemen Respond To Calls 


The warmer weather and 
the gusty winds are 
combining to create 
hazardous fire conditions in 
our grassy areas. Last week 
Placentia firemen rolled to 
three such fires in the city. 

On April 26, they 
extinguished a fire at the 
northwest corner of 
Bastanchury and Kraemer, 
where they found a pile of 
wooden stakes also in¬ 
volved. 

A grass fire on the west 
side of the Orange Freeway, 
near Orangethorpe, was 
quelled on April 27 
midmorning, and on April 
30, a field fire in the area 
north of 653 No. Melrose 
was extinguished. 

Engine companies rolled 
to a structure fire reported 
on April 24, where they 
found that an overheated 
pan of grease had ignited 
curtains in the kitchen. 
When the fire was 
extinguished, the 
surrounding area was 
checked for further fire. 
Before they left the scene, 
the smoke ejector fan was 
used to clear the building of 
acrid smoke. 

A gas clothes dryer with 
an accumulation of lint 
caused a small fire at 730 
Moonbeam on April 25. The 
fire had been extinguished 
by the time the firemen 
arrived so they removed the 
charred material and 
recommended to the home 
owner that the appliance be 
checked by a service man 
before further use.

Census Nears 
Its Completion 

M. Roy Knauft, Jr., 
^district manager, reports 
that the 1970 Census of 
population and housing is 
nearing completion in this 
area, and that in another 
week the census takers 
should have visited every 
residence on their lists. 

The census takers are 
calling at homes from which 
no questionnaires were 
mailed back, as well as at 
those from which 
questionnaires were 
returned incompletely filled 
out. 

The district manager 
pointed out that residents 
can speed up the big count 
by having the information 
that is asked for on the form 
ready to give to the census 
taker. 

He emphasized that all 
information about 
individuals and their homes 
furnished to the Census 
Bureau is held in absolute 
confidence under Federal 
law. It is used only to 
provide summary figures 
such as totals, averages, 
and percentages. The 
information cannot be 
examined by any one other 
than census employees who 
are sworn to secrecy.
